Niw YOBI, January 3.—The "Wash- 


ington correspondent of the World hae 
an interesting interview with President 
CleT«l»nd in this morning's paper upon 
the topic DOW uppermost in the public 
mind. When asked if he h»d bad »n 
interview with the Republican Senators 
for the purpose of talking over with 
them what will be done with bin ap- 
pointnente, the President eaid: "No, 
•ir; there is not a word of truth in it." 


"Have you talked with Senators of 


«ither party on the subject?" 


•'I may hare mentioned thii scbject 


•asually to Homi of my callers, bnt only 
u a- casual topic of conTersation. Of 
course, it if natural that I should take 
•n interest in the confirmation or re- 
jection of the men I have selected during 
the vacation, bnt I feel no undne aniiety 
on the iubjeet, I believe this is an «- 
•entira office and I deem it important 
that the country should be reminded of 
it. I hate certain eiecutive duties to 
perform, and wlien that is done my re- 
•ponsibilities end. 
Th» Senatorf and 


member! have their duties and respon- 
•tbiiitiet. They put their lands upon 
the) Bibl» and take the same oath and 
obligatione-upon usuming office a« does 
the|Pr»eident." 


Tbe President then, continuing, said 


that when he had made hi* recommen- 
dation* to Congress or hadeent appoint- 
ments to the Senate the responsibilities 
then were ihifted to tbe other end of 
tbe avenue. The President regards the 
financial question as tbe most important 
«D* before Congress, although, he does 
•ot by any means underate the impor- 
tance of the tariff question. As he 
touched upon these two topics he flood 
up and moved about, leaning upon tbe 
•heirs about his desk at he outlined his 
personal ideaf relating to then* subjects. 
Be said: "I believe the business of tke 
Country is now to a large extent in a 
-condition of uncertainty, owing to doubt 
M to what will be done with silver. I 
wrote npon that subject to th« best of 
my ability in my message. I don't »ee 
how eTen the extreme advocate of the 
vie of filler can ask to hare the coinage 
•continued while BO ranch remfina idle 
and there seems to bt no activity of cur- 
rency." 


"Do yo« believe that Congreas will 


carry out your reoommendatiomf about 
•ilver. or do yon think «om» compro- 
mise will be the actual result aecom- 
plisbedt" 


To thif the President said he h«d no 


meant -A knowing wb»t wouU be done. 
It WM a subject which bad now passed 
beyond hit control or direction. He 
bad not the slightest wish or desire to 
influence in »ny way the consideration 
of Congresf beyond the methods em- 
ployed by him in directing their atien- 
•taon to the eubject through his official 
message. 


The President was asked bow he re- 


garded Senator Beck's speech on the 
tariff. He replied: "My own persona! 
idea about that is that the only practical 
way to p»s» » bill would be to bare tbe 
House committee charged with tbi* 
work take up the subject in a business 
(Mhion a»d modify the present laws in 
taob a way ftf to help the poor people 
who labor and to take away neediess 
protection from tbe few who have grown 
inordinately rich at the expense of tbe 
many." 
/.gam referring to the subject of the 


Senate and the consideration by that 
bidy of bis appointments, the President 
taid: "I haw made no hasty selection 
of officers, but, on the contrary, hare 
given very much time and investigation 
to the subject, appreciating that very 
much dependf on tbe personnel of tbe 
Government. Possibly I may have erred 
in some instances, bnt 1 am sure they 
•re few, and I have every evidence that 
the country if satisfied with the new 
officials. I have no knowledge u to 
wbat course the Senate will pursue, but 
I have DO idea that it will assume to 
interfere with the pejogative* of tbe 
President. I have my dnties and it has 
its duties. One thing I do col believe, 
and that ie that the Umled States Sea- 
at* will spend it« time in listening to 
petty criticisms ol appointees which 
come from disappointed applicants for 
office."
